DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompany remarks filed 10/21/08 have been fully 
considered and entered. Claims 33 and 34 have been amended as requested. 
Applicant's amendments are found patently distinguishable over the prior art made of 
record and Applicant's arguments are persuasive of patentability for reasons set forth 
herein below. As such, claims 12, 16, 18-22 and 33-34 are found allowable for reasons 
set forth herein below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 12,16, 
18-22 and 33-34. 

For reasons previously set forth, independent claims 12 and 21 are found 
allowable over the prior art made of record. Specifically, the combination of cited prior 
art fails to teach or suggest the claimed cast film layers consisting of the materials set 
forth. 

With specific regard to claims 33 and 34, Applicant has sufficiently evidenced 
that the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed wet peel 
strengths. 

An updated art search did not produce any new substantial art for which to base 
a rejection and presently no motivation exists to combine references to form an 
obviousness type rejection.
